The Dilemma. 

Tho Legislative Assembly, by a 
unanimous vote, yostcrday rci'usod to 
accopt tho Appropriation Bill as sent 
down from tho Uppor Houso and de- 
clined to surrondor tho power which 
thoy indubitably possoss of determin- 
ing tho mannor in which tho public 
monies shall bo uxponded. Tho Esti- 
mates, therefore, Btand as they stood 
•when they left tho Houso, and as tho 
.Legislature Las but three days more 
of vitality loft in its corpus, thore 
•will bo no supplies voted for this 
year's government unles tho Uppor 
House consent to ptiBS tho measure 
in its original form. What tho Gover- 
nor will do in Buch a crisis it is difficult 
to imagine. Perhaps His Excellency wi 
turn tho key in the doors of tho public 
offlcos and leavo tho officials standing 
in tho cold ; or porhaps ho will consid- 
er himself authorized to expend (with- 
out tho sanction of tho Legislative 
Council) the amount voted by tho As~ 
sombly, and will allow matters to con 
tinuo as they have boon going lb 
many months past, in the meantime 
laying a 6tatemont of the case before 
Lord Carnarvon for hiq decision. Tho 
first courso would involve a stoppage 
of tho public business, and result in 
confusion and ultimato expense with- 
out any work being performed — for if 
thoappointees of tho Grown bo not paid 
this year they must bo next, so there 
would bo no saving in thatrospoct; 
tbo adoption of tho socond course 
would be unconstitutional, and, except 
tho expenditure be in accordanco with 
tho domands of the Assembly, would 
not receive tho approval ol tho Colo- 
nial Office. On whichever horn of tho 
dilommaHis ExcoIIoucy nuiy hang his 
policy, ho is certain not to oscape 
without serious trouble horo or con- 
Buro at homo. His position is a most 
unenviable ono and scarcoly to bo covi 
eted,oven when accompanied byasalary 
of §15,000 a year. The LegMaiivoCoun- 
cil, by their action of Monday, have 
not only injurod thoir imputation for 
ability, but for consistency as woll. 
Tho position assumed throughout tho 
dobato by tho honorable members was 
one of determined opposition to the 
unconstitutional power of initiating 
money-votes assumed by tho Lower 
House. In this opposition they are 
entitled to tho warm suppqrt of ovory 
lover of tho Colony. But in accepting 
tho amount voted by tho Lower House 
as a "lumpsum," tho Council commit- 
ted a groat and amusing blunder — thoy 
actually adoptod tho unconstitutional 
additions of tho Aspembly, and recog- 
nized tho power of that body to initiate 
money grantw, because tho «' lump 
sum" contains sovoral items that were 
voted in direct contradiction of tho 
constitution. Tho duty of tho Council 
in tho matter was simple and plain. 
They should havo struck out tho un- 
constitutional portions of tho bill and 
Bent it down Etairs again. This action 
would, no doubt, havo been approved 
by the Lower Houso, and tho miser. * 
bio business would havo been at un end 
for tho sossion. As matters now stand 
there is but little propoctof an amica- 
ble arrangement being como to. And 
all the time, all tho money, all the 
"wind oxpondod during the session, 
has boon absolutely thrown away.

Praguo, August 28— The treaty of peace 
between Prussia and Austria has been rati, 
fied by the King of Prussia, and is now on 
its way to this city for exchange.

(From the San Francisco Bulletin.) 
A few years ago, Vancouver Island, with 
its freo port of Victoria, was our best market 
lor Calilornia producoand for American man- 
ufactures. The British colonics were decid- 
edly in tho ascendant; eapilal and population 
Hocked to them, oven to the detriment of 
Suu Franciscan inleresls. Tho Frnser river 
mines and the rich yield of a small creek in 
(Jariboo attracted thousands ol people, some 
of whom remain, and by their ability und 
enterprise gave an impetus to the country 
which, il rightly directed and foslered by tho 
HriliHb Government, might havo made the 
Pacific colonies a useful appange to the 
Brili.-ih Crown. Vancouver Island hud n 
liberal Constitution founded on popular 
, representation, with a franchise sufficiently 
liberal lo give every native born or naturaliz- 
ed citizen un interest in political affairs. In 
an evil hour Sir Edward Bulwer Lytlon, 
when Secretary to tho Colonies, had given 
lo British Columbia, on its release from the 
Hudson Bay Company's control, a separate 
und independent existence with an autocratic 
government, thus making twoofficial orguniz 
ations and two capitals where one would 
have been sufficient. The evil was, however, 
partially remedied by mukiug Sir James 
Douglas, an able Hudson Bay factor. Her 
Majesty's representative for both Colonies ; 
but in a weak moment the late Duke ol 
Newcastle was persuaded to widen the sep- 
aration by appointing u Colonial Governor 
for each, and led away by their apparently 
permanent prosperity, inflicted upon both an 
vxuavugaut Civil List, based upon the soale 
which obtains in older and moro prosperous 
Atluntic and Australian Colonies. 

From that day the Colonies have declined 
rapidly, not only from their utter inability (o 
support such cumbersome governments, but 
Irom o.her causes not unknown in mining 
communities. Victoria, which once support- 
ed lour daily papers and several large Eng- 
lish importiog establishments; which was 
buildiug up an export trade for British goods 
lo Sun Francisco, Oregon, Mexico, the Sand 
wieb Islands, ltussiau Americu — a business 
loslered by the lreedom of ibeir port from 
custom dues of any description — has fallen 
away through the reduction ofils home trade 
and the preposterous weight or taxation for 
official salaries. The new Governor, while 
personally esteemed for his many good qual- 
ities, lias been uiinblo to couciliulo a people 
who, under his rnle, have been gradually de- 
clining from comparative wealth to a state 
in which bankruptcies are common and pov- 
erty universal. The House of Assembly and 
iho Executive have never worked cordially 
together, and have often been at opan loud 
ou quustioos arising out of the exorbilant 
demands upon the public purse ; and at last 
the Home Governmeut, having blundered al 
every step — having duno everything they 
ought not to bavo, and left undone everything | 
ihey ought to have done — havo determined 
upon geiuug out of the scrape by a coup 
d'etat. 

Lord Russell's government, as ono of their 
last acts, brought in a bill to expunge Van 
couver Island from the roll of BriiishColonies, 
lo exlinguiah all tho rights of tho electors, 
to sweep away the constitution, the free port, 
and everything that attracted capital and 
intelligence to that out-of-the-way islard, 
und lo give the people over, bound hand and 
foot, to ihe domination of tho Governor ol 
Brsiish Columbia and his paid magistrates 
The bill proposes first to abolish ibe con- 
stitution by which Ihe people have elected 
their representatives in the Island Legisla- 
ture for the last len years, to annex the 
Island, which contaius all tho assessed pro- 
perly, two-thirds of tho fixed residences of 
the joint inhabitants, all ihe business and 
mining capital and every wholesale store, to 
British Columbia, a country which is merely 
ijie field of the summer occupations of 
miners. Victoria, one of tho best built and 
pleasantest little cities on tho Pacific coast — 
is no lunger lo be the metropolis; that honor 
is to bo conferred ou New Westminster — a 
rough and unreclaimed site for a town — ra- 
ther than au existing city — a pluce laboring 
under all the disadvantages ol being beyond 
the line fixed by Jliie Admiralty survey as 
the sale limit of navigation by sea-going 
atiips, utid located on a river which is frozen 
upon an average nearly a month in every 
year. The system of Government is to be a 
Governor, chosen by iho Queen, and Legis- 
lative Council ol i'A. Tho Secretary of Uie 
Colony — a nominee of tho Crown — is to bo ex 
ollioio President. Eight Magistrates from 
the mainland und three from Ihe Island 
chosen arbitrarily by the Governor, with 
seven uon-ollicial members chosen by the 
residents of the lormer, aud four by tho res- 
idents of tho laiier place, subjeci, however, 
to tho approval of tho Governor, ure to foirn 
this uuiquo legislative body. A system ol 
apportionment which being evidently based 
un square miles rather than population or 
properly, bIious how little Knowledge of or 
*yin|iulhy wilb the people be is dealing 
with, is possessed by the (Queen's political 
.Secretary who has tho care of bur forty und 
■nld Colonies. The laws of tho two Provinces 
of the now Colony of the British Columbia 
will remain us thoy now stand, uutil oliuug- 
ed by the now Council, but the tanii ol 
iiriiish Columbia will tuke effect in the port 
ol Victoria from the day Ihe bill becomes 
law. The Guvernur, however, is empowered 
by the bill to iusliiuie such a system ol 
warehousing as may bu necessary — a provis- 
ion which inuy save Iho unfortunate English 
consignees who havo goods on their way 
round the Horn to the tree port of Viotoriu 
Irom absolute und unexpected loss of their 
veniuics. 

Al first eight it Booms difficult to find a 
motivo fur the outrage ol giving tho richer lo 
iiie poorer, the greater to the lesser, tho ma- 
jority to tho rule of the minority; but there is 
a solution lo bu found. British Columbia is 
very heavily indebted in London, and though 
liar bonds aro quoted ul a high rale tlmro nro 
uu tales, for they are never offered in the 
market, while tho inilebluilueas of Vancouver 
Island is bul tf'iUO.UUO or bo. As things huvo 
been going of Into, British Columbian bonds 
are all but worthless id London, thero not 
being any roal property to speak of in the 
country; whilom Vancouver Isluud there is 
1 a lurgo amount ol permanently improved 
iuuI estule. Tho bondholders ol Hritish 
Columbia, therefore, will improve thesr 
security, and the real estate of Victoria will 
become, iiabla lor the principal and interest

Legislative Council. 

Tuesdav, Auguat 28, 18CG. 
Tbe Counoil met ut 2:30 p. m. Present— 
The houu. lhu Chief Justice, Co!, jjetyulur^, 
Attoruev Jenerul uud H. Kuodeu. 

CATTLE TRESPA8S 

The Atlonioy General obtained leave to 
introduce a Hill relative to the trespass ot 
cattle ou luuds. It purposes nniongst other 
provisions, that no person shall bu entitled 
to compensation tor damage on uccount ol 
trespass, except such lauds trespassed ou 
be fenced. It also provides to deal with 
tbe question ol the leucitig ot lands rso lar 
as tbe Indians are coueeruod. 

Tbe (Jolouinl Secretary regretted that the 
lateness uf tbo sessiuti prevented them [rum 
fuily diBcu>Bing an important measure suoti 
as it is. The matter ol the disagreement 
between tbo Indians at Cuwicban and the 
white setlleis was referred to. Ala subse- 
quent lime, he thought it might do well to 
bring up a"leuee" law ur BOmetbibg ol the 
sort. 

Tbo Chief Justice thought the Bill oppres- 
sive; at the same lime an important one lor 
good or for evil. He did not think it wise to 
legislate in a hasty way, but believed in a 
general leucu law lor the Colony. He was 
ulso opposed to it because it wub proposed 
to create ihe establishment of now Courts, 
and did not think the Council would act 
wisely at this into period of the session to 
attempt to pass the Bill. 

The Attorney General replied. lie be- 
lieved Iroui enquiries made that the fooling ol 
the public was in lavor ol it. 

The Bill was read a first time opposed by 
the Prosident. 

BILLS Or SALE AMENDMENT BILL 

A Bill to amend the Bills of Sale Aol, 
was introduced by the Attorney General and 
it passed a lirst reading. 

BOAD ACT 

A Bill to nmend Ihe lload Act, was read 
a third time and passed. 

APl'KOl'HIATION BILL 

The Colonial Secretary moved that a Bill 
to supply the sum of two hundred and forty- 
eight thousand nine hundred and sixty-three 
dollars and tbirty-two cents, out ot the gan- 
eral revenue of the Colony, lor the service ol 
the year 1866, be now reud a third time. 
Carried unanimously. 

I'ATENT BILL 

Council in Committee ou a Bill to provide 
for the protection ol Inventions, Mr Ithodes in 
the Chair. 

The Committee roported a short and simple 
form of Bill, miking out a number ol clauses 
of the Lower House one. It was thou read a 
third timo ou motion of tho Colonial Secre- 
tary aud passed. 

CITY INCORPORATION BILL 

Council went into Committee on the Bill 
to explain and amend the Victoria City lu« 
corporation Act — Mr lthodos iu iho chair. 

The Colonial Secretary moved the follow- 
ing in lieu of clauso 2, which had been sus- 
pended: — 

Prior to the 1st of January in each year, 
the Council may, subject to the provisions 
of tho Victoria Cily Incorporation Act, 1862, 
by a by law passed and confirmed in the 
rcunoer prescribed by the said Act, determine 
what amount ol funds may be required lor 
Municipal purposes for mo year ensuing, 
and Ihe arauuut shall bo raised by tax upon 
real estate situated within the ciiy, provided 
the amou.nl of mien, tux shall not exceed 
one-half of one per cenl. upon thu ?alue ol 
the property as assessed in the last Govern- 
ment assessment roll lor the time beiug. 
Carried. 

Section 2-1 of the old Bill was repealed. 
Clause 4 ot the Lower House Bill was 
struck out and tho following iuserlod: 

Tho tax as aforesaid shall be payable as 
shall bo determined by tbe by-law under 
which it is levied, and if not paid at the ex- 
piration ot 30 days, tho same may be levied 
by distress of the goods of tho parlies occu- 
pying the property, or in default of a sulli- 
oieul distress by distiess ol the goods and 
chattels ol tho . owner of such property, 
wherever louud, and if there bo no occupier 
or owner of such property, Ibou the lax shall 
be registered in the Land Uegistrar's office 
and the Registrar Generul of Titles is re- 
quired to register the sawie as a lirst charge 
against tbo property iu respect of which the 
lax is due, next ulter taxes due to ihe 
Crown, uotwitlisiandtng any charges already 
existing oilier than charges lor taxes, us 
herein provided. Carried. 

Clauses 5 anil were struck out. Clause 
7, providing lor the maintenance ol the Fire 
Department out of tlie Municipal revenue, 
was passed — to provido fur tho maintenance 
of tho folico Department out of the said 
revenue, was already struck out. The 
other clauses of the Bill were discussed on a 
former occasion and were passed. The Com- 
mittee then reported the Bill complete and 
it was read a third time mid passed. 

HARBOR DDKS ACT 

The Harbor Dues Amendment Act was 
read a second liuio. 

The Council adjourned till Wednesday at 
2 p. in. 

Legislative Assembly. 

Tuesday, Aug. 28th 1SC6. 
Speaker took his seat at 3:20 p. m. Pres- 
ent — Messrs DeUosiDOS, Young, McCluro, 
Dickson, Cochrane, Stump, Carswell, Pid- 
well. 

PETITION 

Mr DoCosmos presented a petition from 
soventy settlers at Oowlchan, praying that 
provision bo made far requiring the fencing 
of lands, and that IniliaiiH bu included there- 
in. Mr DoCosmos stated that the Attorney 
General was unable 10 prepare a bill embody- 
ing the provisions of tho petition, ut this late 
stago of tho session, but a fhort bill would 
be introduced, disallowing damages for in- 
juries done to crops on property not enclosed. 

The petition was ordered to lie on the 
taDlo. 

KB HRKNNAN's CASE 

Mr Young on behalf of the Committee 
roud a lengthy report of the Committee, re« 
oorainendin'r that a title to certain laud at 
Cowichan which he (Brenoan) had sottled 
upon and cultivated for live years, bo given 
to Patrick Breunan. 

The report was orderod to lio ou tho tublo. 

TUE DREDGER 

Mr Cochrane gave notice of motion to 
rescind tbe resolution preventing the Governor 
from soiling the Dredger machine, should a 
fail price be offered for it. 

(Dr Trimble hero camo in.) 

PLEDGING THE COLONIAL CREDIT 

DrDickson introduced bis resolution dissent* 
ing from the credit of tho Colony being pledg- 
ed by tho Governor without the sanction of 
the House, and furnished his reasons for 
offering tbo resolution. 
Tho Spoukor laid it omoutUod after nil 



only to a resolution, which was a mero ex- 
pression of opinion unci cot nn Act. 

Dr Dickson wus aware >f thai, but wanted 
the matuir so hedged in that the Executive 
could not.legully borrow money us had been 
done on tho credit ol the public's funds with- 
out the assent ol thu people, representatives. 
Mr Young seconded the motion. 
(Dr Powell here came in.) 
Mr Pidwell ridiculed tho resolution and 
showed cases whera works were required, 
which it might bo necessary for the Govern- 
ment to carry out at once, and tho inconven- 
ience that would arise by tho Governor's 
hands being thus tied. Tho motion was like 
the last Bicker ol u caudle and was only 
something to go to the constituonoies with. 

Mr McCluro supported the resolution, ho 
thought if thu House hud uny control ovor 
the Executive ut all it was in reference to 
linaueiul matters. lie thought if any urgent 
case required the expenditure of money, it 
was easy enough lor His Excellency to call 
ihe House together, but tbo House should not 
lend its sauction to so dangerous a course as 
the borrowing of money by tho Executive 
from u bunk when tho money wus uot in the 
Treasury. 

Dr Dickson defended tho resolution which 
was carried, Mr Pidwell dissenting. 

UNCONDITIONAL UNION. 

Mr Young reopened the debate on his res- 
olution rescinding ihe portion of tbo Union 
Resolutions nf January, 18Go, asking for un- 
conditional Union ol tho Colonies. 

Mr McCluro, although bo agreed with tho 
principle ol tbo resolution, would move an 
amendment. It wus generally believed 
that tho Union Bill which had been intro- 
duced into the House of Parliament was not 
passed, but if tbe House took no action dur- 
ing the interregnum, a similar bill would no 
doubl bu in l reduced by Lurd Derby's Gov- 
ernment. He thought that his utnond- 
rneni would not cause the Houso to stultify 
itself. It was deonied advisable at the time 
to leave the terms of Union untrammmelled, 
but it ceriaii ly wub not contemplated that 
the Home Government should take away the 
rights ol Representative Government; His 
amendment was as lollows. 

This Houso, noxious to see tho Colonies 
ol Vancouver Island and British Columbia 
nailed under ono Government, nod relying 
on those liberal and enlightened principles 
which now happily govern the relutions of 
Her Majesty's Government with tbe Colonies 
of Great Britain, passod on the 25th ol Jauu- 
nry, 18(55, a series of resolutions expressing a 
willingness to submit to any Constitution 
which Her Majesty might be pleased to gra.it. 
Having from recent circumstances, however, 
learned that tier Majesty's Government, con- 
trary to Ihe generul Colonial policy of (jreat 
Britain, contemplated iu the scheme lor 
uniting tbo Colonies a withdrawal ol repre- 
sentative Government from Vuucouver 
Islauii, this House is reluctantly compelled to 
rescind those portions of 6uch resolutions 
above-mentioned as might lead Her Ma- 
jesty's Government to believe that this House, 
although still desirous of Union, is willing to 
relinquish Representative Government for 
any advantage that might accruo from such 
Union, And this House expresses its adhe- 
sion to the series of resolutions on tho stale 
of the Colony passed by this House on tho 
21st June I860, and transmitted to Her Ma- 
jesty. That His Excellency Governor Ken- 
nedy be respectfullj requested to transmit 
the foregoing to Her Majesty's Secretary of 
State for the Colonies without deluy. 

Mr Pidwell seconded tho amendment be- 
lieving that it cmhraoed the whole question 
and showed Her Majesty's Government what 
tbo Colony wr-Dted. 

Mr DoCosmos spoke at length. Ho was 
quite prepared to uccept one Council for tho 
United Colonics, although ho was as much 
in favor of a preponderance of popular re- 
presentation as nny member. It was believ- 
ed at the time Union was asked for that there 
would only be ono House with about 
two-thirds popular voice. He thought tho 
proposed Council would work vifjorously and 
it would be most suicidal to say that there 
should bo no Union except on the basis ol 
popular representation. It would serve to 
retard Union and to throw the Colony back, 
and looking ut it in a monetary point of view 
he would on belinll of his constituents, sooner 
than be without Union, aceppt the proposed 
bill, or even one Governor without a House. 
He had reason for asserting that to-day from 
Cariboo to New Westminster the people 
were most anxious lor Union with ihe Col- 
ooy. 

After a fow words from Mr McCluro and 
Mr Pidwell, the motion was put and Mr 
Youngs resolution was lost. 
Mr MeC ure's amendment was carried. 
Ayes — Messrs Trimble, Young, McCluro, 
Powell, Dickson, Cochrane, Pidwell, Cars- 
well, Stamp. 

Noes— Mr DoCosmos. 

The Spculter informed tho Houso that in 
his opinion it had made a great mistake. 
PUBLIC EXPENDITURE 
Dr Dickson moved a resolution, seconded 
by Mr Young, that money voles should be 
only applied by thu officer administering the 
Government to the purpose intended by the 
Legislature. 

Mr PiUwell considered this disgraceful 
legislation, a mere personal matter ol which 
nothing would have been beard, hud it not 
beeu lor Codfish ! and Coroners fees ! (laugh- 
ter) 

'I lie resolution passed, Mr Pidwell dissent- 
ing- 

House adjourned till Wednesday at 1 p. m.
